THE . of Saints was then addressed by 
ö PRESIDENT GEORGE Q. CANNON, 

who said that it would be appropriate for him to say a few words before 
the congregation was dismissed, in regard to the subject of the proposed 
monument to the memory of President Brigham Young. This matter had 
been carefully considered, a committee appointed, and the services of a 
sculptor secured. It was at first thought that comparatively few would 
contribute to the fund, but upon mature consideration the opinion pre- 
vailed that this was an undertaking in which probably all the Latter-day 
Saints would like to engage. It was therefore decided that they should 
be able to contribute $1 each. It was not expected that contributions 
should be limited to that amount ; any one who chose to give more could 
do so, and it would perhaps become necessary to go beyond the sum 
named. But it was felt that each of the Saints might put in one dollar. 
There might be many of the children, too, who would like to add their 
mite, if not more than a dime or a quarter, so that they might be able to 
say, “I helped with what little means I possessed towards the fund for 
the building of that monument.” This was a good time to take the matter 
up in earnest. Judge Elias A. Smith was treasurer of the fund, and the 
contributions of as many of the Saints as could donate during the con- 
ference would be gladly accepted. When those present returned home 
they could tell their neighbors what was going forward, and induce 
them to help also. In the days to come everything of this character 
in which they took part now, every such movement in which our 
children took part, would be remembered with gratification. On this 
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account it was well that the subscription should be a general one. This 
movement had its origin with the authorities of the Church. When the 
proposal was made to them they heartily approved of it; what was now 
being done was with their sanction. 

President Cannon continued: In my reniarks yesterday afternoon I 
alluded to Brother John Henry Smith. A member of my family after- 
wards called my attention to what I had said, and observed that I did not 
explain myself fully, but that I left myself open to misconstruction. Lest 
there should be any misapprehension on this point, I wish now to explain 
what I really meant. What I said was quite clear to myself, though per- 
haps it was not so clear to some who heard me. It appears to have been 
thought that we (the First Presidency) told Brother Smith to do what he 
had done. 

Now, the explanation of this is very simple. John Henry Smith came 
to the First Presidency when this division on party lines took place, and 
said to us, “I am a republican ; I would like to give my voice to my 
brethren on republicanism. Can I, being one of the Twelve, do it; am I 
at liberty; will I be transcending my bounds or doing dee im- 
proper?” We told him that we saw no impropriety in his doing this. 
Now that is what I meant by the remark I made yesterday, and 1 take 
this opportunity of explaining it, because I was told by two or three last 
evening that they were afraid somebody would put a wrong construction 
on what I said. I take pleasure in explaining = thou 25 to the First 
Presidency it was quite plain at the time.

There being a great many more people in and seed the Wel 
than could be accommodated with sitting room within the building, it was 
announced by President George Q. Cannon that an overflow meeting would 
be held in the Assembly Hall, over which nen Lorenzo Snow wen 
preside. 
APOSTLE ABRAHAM H. CANNON 
addressed the congregation. He said it seemed a long eee : 
years—since this Church was organized, and especially was this the case 
when they considered the marvelous work which had been accomplished: 
God had indeed been with this people, and had performed that which we 
to-day witnessed. But with all that had been carried out already, there 
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was still a great deal to be done in the accomplishment of the mission 
which God had assigned to the Latter-day Saints. He had placed upon 
us the duty of preaching this Gospel of the kingdom to the world. True, 
we had done this to a very great extent already. Every quarter of the 
globe hell been visited by the Elders, and in almost every language had the 
truth been proclaimed ; but a stupendous work yet remained to be done. 

Touching upon the Uuestion of dissension, the speaker asked what good 
would it do, if discord was sown, to bring immigrants here—if they were 
placed in the way of following the example which was too frequently set 
them by some of those who professed to be the people of God? It would 
perhaps be better, under such circumstances, to leave them in the lands 
where they now dwelt than have them here to make them apostates to the 
truth, and perhaps send them forth again to spread falsehood and circu- 
late improper rumors concerning the Saints in Zion. He counseled the 
people to look after their brethren and sisters who arrived here from 
abroad, and urged that suitable employment should be provided for them 
as soon as possible, in order that their minds might not be kept idle and 
be filled with idle thoughts. In this Territory there was ample work for 
all, and it was well that the people should be kept employed, thus keeping 
them out of the way of that evil which prevailed to too great an extent in 
our midst. Let us seek to beautify Zion by the industry of our own oats 
and war re for the salvation of our fellowmen. 

PRESIDENT A. O. SMOOT, | 
of Utah Stake, was the next speaker. He said it afforded him exceeding 
pleasure in having the privilege of addressing that vast audience, and of 
bearing testimony to the truth of the great work in which the Latter- 
day Saints were engaged. If they carried out in practice those things 
which which had been pointed out to them during this conference, Zion 
would go upward and onward, and no power beneath the heavens would 
stay her progress. He had been a member of this Church from his boy- 
hood, and he had been acquainted with the Latter-day Saints for fifty- 
seven years, having embraced the Gospel under the administration of 
Elder David W. Patten and President Wilford Woodruff. 

The speaker drew a picture of the lives of the Saints in the early days, 
referred to the experiences through which they had since passed, described 
the condition of this western country at the time the Pioneers first reached 
it, and compared it with the present. After saying that he had done his 
utmost in his own humble way to preserve unity among the Saints, and to 
improve their spiritual condition, the speaker deprecated the feeling, 
already dwelt upon, which he had observed here in regard to political 
affairs: This should not be; let them rather give heed to those things 
which would build up Zion and make her happy and prosperous. Might 
an be with Israel.

LONDON CONFERENCE. 


_ Minutes of the London Conference, held at 42 Penton Street, Islington, 
London, Sunday, May 22, 1892. There were present: Apostle Brigham 
Young, President of the European Mission; Elders J. H. Anderson, of the 
Liverpool office; Geo. Osmond, President of, and Thos. F. Welch, James C. 
Paxton, Fred. Foulger, George Poulter, Thos. Karren, Samuel Lee, T: A. 
Clawson, Sidney B. Clawson, Ralph G. Savage, William Salter, Willard J. 
Kelly, A. C. Thorne, Geo. T. Mumford, Fred. W. Clarke and Fred. W. Ottley, 
traveling Elders in the London Conference; John Trimble, traveling 
Elder in the Newcastle Conference, and Frank Castleton, 1 Elder 
in the Norwich Conference. 

10:30 a.m. Singing. Prayer by Elder Welch. Singing. 

Elder Clarke was the first speaker. He said that, as we had ed 
for the purpose of worshiping the Lord, we should learn how to worship 
Him aright. He had a testimony that the Gospel had been restored in 
this age. It is necessary to obey that Gospel to obtain the blessings of the 
kingdom of God. The people in the days of Noah rejected the Gospel, and 
many in this day also reject it. The Gospel that is being preached by the 
Latter-day Saints is the same that was taught in Christ's day, and if we 
do not obey it we will come under condemnation. The Latter-day Saints 
were opposed to-day because they believe in the Bible. The instruction 
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of the Lord and His Apostles was that men must repent and be baptized © 
by water for the remission of sins, and have hands laid upon them for the 
reception of the Holy Ghost; this is what the Latter-day Saints are 
teaching to-day. It is not a Gospel of man but of God, and all those who 
have obeyed its laws have a testimony that it is true. 7 

President Osmond said he was thankful for the privilege of meeting 
with the Saints, and to hear the words of life and salvation. We should 
clear our minds of the things of the world and offer up a fervent prayer 
to God that His Spirit might be with all, both speakers and hearers. We 
rely upon revelation from God for our guidance. We are teaching the 
same Gospel that is taught by the Bible, and it seems strange that the 
people are not glad to accept it. When Christ came to this earth He 
found plenty of religions, but the people would not believe that He had 
the power to receive direct revelation from His Heavenly Father. The 
great trouble of this generation is that they are not willing to be taught 
of God, but prefer the theories and learning of men. The Lord, in re- 
ferring to this generation, said that as it was in the days of Noah so it 
would be in the days of the coming of the Son of Man. How literally His 
words are being fulfilled. Noah in his day converted but few, and so it is 
to-day. All we ask this generation to do is to see for themselves—prove all 
things and hold fast that which is good. We make the promise which the 
Lord did, and which He has commanded us to make: If any man will do 
the will of the Father he shall know of the doctrine, whether we speak of 
God or whether we speak of ourselves. 

Elder Foulger said we had heard many good things at this meeting, and 
if we put them into practice we will be benefited thereby, but if we do not 
they will prove to our condemnation. If we live up to the Gospel laws we 
will receive the benefit. We do not go down into the waters of baptism to 
cleanse our flesh, but for the remission of our sins. This is the doctrine of 
Christ. When we have obeyed this we should go on to the end by living 
up to the Gospel. The speaker exhorted the Saints not to let the light go 
out from them ; and those who had not yet obeyed the Gospel he advised 
to prove its principles that they might know of their divinity.

2:30 p.m. Singing. Prayer by Elder Savage. Singing. The Sacrament 
was administered by Elders T. A. Clawson and Savage. 

President Young said he was pleased to meet with the Saints assembled 
in Conference. Those who had a testimony of the truth should be filled 
with joy. If the Gospel brought only a temporal] salvation we should of 
all men be most miserable; but it is the hope of eternal life that makes 
us glad. It was necessary for us to obtain the Spirit of the Lord so that 
we should be able to withstand the attacks made against us. Many 
people had started out in the beginning to do us good but in the end they 
had become bitter opposers. People should not join the Church with the 
hope of obtaining pleasant situations in this life; some had done it and 
others would do it in the future, but they will meet with disappointment, 
The desire of true Latter-day Saints is life eternal. President Young said 


he was thankful for the privilege of partaking of the emblems of the body 
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and the shed blood of Christ. It impressed him with the fact that Christ 
died for all and witnessed His unbounded love for the children of men. 
The Sacrament is a simple ordinance but it reaches to all the human 


Bee family and binds them nearer to God if they partake thereof worthily. If 


a man in his heart forgives all men and humbles himself before God, 
that man is not going far wrong. The Church of Christ is distinctive 
from the churches of man; man’s ways pertain to this life; but God's 
ways pertain to an exaltation in the life tocome. If we observe every law 
and ordinance laid down by the Lord in our daily lives we are honored 
of Him. Without obedience there is no salvation ; we should therefore be 
obedient to the principles of that Gospel which is the power of God unto 
salvation. His message to the world is to pape, for the kingdom of 
heaven is at hand. 

The authorities of the Church, of the 8 Mission, and of the 
London Conference, were then presented to the . and sustained by 
unanimous vote of the Saints. 

President Osmond said that the Elders had ak called into nan 
from the various districts, for the present, but are in communication with 
the Saints, who are getting on pretty well; they will, however, soon be 
personally visited. The Elders in London hold meetings in the streets 
and parks; tracts are also distributed at these meetings. There are in 
the city a number who are interested in the Gospel, and there have been 
several applicants for baptism. 

Elder Anderson said he rejoiced to be in possession of a knowledge of 
the Gospel taught of the Lord. We are all anxious to obtain a salvation 
in the kingdom of God, and how to secure that salvation is a very im- 
portant subject to us. He spoke of the teaching of the Lord that they 
who believed on Him would do the works that He did ; also referred to 
the apostasy and to the restoration of the Gospel, endl pointed out the 
necessity of obedience to the divine plan of salvation. 7

Elder T. A. Clawson said he was thankful that the Lord had . us 
by revealing the Gospel for our salvation. We realize that we are ap- 
proaching the gates of death. There comes a time when our bodies are laid 
in the grave and our spirits go to another scene, therefore it is to our ine 
est to think of our eternal salvation. 

Elder Anderson said that all mankind are to receive of the 1 
which was brought to pass by the Redeemer. His body was resurrected, 
that being the part that was dead. His body of flesh and bones was re- 
stored to Him, and He ascended into heaven with that same body which He 
had in mortality. The law under which He passed applies to all the sons 
and daughters of Adam. As God opened a way for us to enter mortality, 
so He opened a way for us to regain His presence. This was through 
the. Gospel. The speaker pointed out the necessity of obeying the ordi- 
nances and laws as laid down by Christ and His Apostles ; he also ex- 
plained the principle of baptism for the dead. 

President Young’said he had been edified and instructed by what he had 
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heard, and it was a pleasure to him to bear his testimony of the Gospel, 
which had been laid down very plain. He knew that the end was nigh 
and that the Elders of Israel were preaching the Gospel before the coming 
of the Son of Man. We all had the privilege of having this testimony by 


obeying the principles of the Gospel. 
President Osmond said that the Spirit of the Lord had rested upon His 


servants, and the Gospel had been preached in plainness. A responsibility 


rests upon the Elders to-day the same as it did with the Apostles of old. 
There was but one way to enter the kingdom of God, as had been pointed 
out. He hoped that those who had not already entered that way would 
not be satisfied until they did so. |

FACTS AND EVENTS. 


Sidney Dillon, ex-president of the Union Pacific Railway, and one of the best known 
railway men in western America, died on June 9. 

An explosion in the shell room of the navy yard at San Francisco, U. S. A., on June 13, 
killed fifteen marines belonging to the cruiser Boston. 

Owing to heavy rains, accompanied by gales, several towns in Cuba were inundated on 
June 10 and 11, a number of persons being drowned and considerable property destroyed. 


Near Bradford, England, on June 9, on the Midland Railway, one passenger train ran 
into the rear end of another. Five passengers were killed, twenty were seriously hurt, 
and many others received injuries. 

During a thunderstorm, on June 9, two women and two children living in a cottage in 
an open field near Linares, Spain, were killed by lightning. Crops in the province of 
Jaen were almost totally destroyed by large hailstones. | 

The New Oriental Banking Company, of London, suspended payment on June 8 The 
hurricane disaster are named as the immediate causes of the failure. 

The republican national convention, on June 10, nominated President teen tei a 
candidate for a second term as chief magistrate of the United States. On the 11th, the 
convention nominated Whitelaw Reid, of New York, for Vice-President. The demo- 
cratic convention to nominate candidates meets on June 21. 

The Grand Duke George, the czar of Russia's second son, who ever since his en- 
forced return through illness from his Indian tour has been under medical treatment 
for pulmonary disease, has been passing the winter at Abbas Tuman, in the Caucasus. 
A private letter from that place states that his Imperial Highness is undergoing a most 
remarkable course.of treatment, The walls in his apartment are bare and unpapered, 
the furniture is of plain wood or cane, without upholstering or stuff covering of any kind, 
and his bed consists only of the thinnest of mattresses. Throughout the winter only a 
very moderate fire has been kept up, while the windows of the Grand Duke’s rooms have 
been continuously open. His attendants have suffered dreadfully frum the cold, but his 
medical advisers hold that this low temperature is very beneficial to their Imperial pa- 
tient, as it tends tu destroy the bacillus and prevent the formation of tubercles. They 
‘maintain that the progress of the disease has been arrested, and express hopes that if the 
treatment which they prescribe is A Duke will have completely 


recovered in two years’ time.

“MORMONS” AND COLONIZATION. 


THE announcement that the Latter-day Saints are about to participate in 
an exodus from Utah has beeri made so frequently, and has so completely 
failed of fulfilment, that it would seem almost unnecessary to refer to it 
for the purpose of giving it denial, as that is provided in the rapid in- 
crease in numbers and wealth of the Saints in_the cities, towns and vil- 
lages throughout the Territory. But in the face of this conclusive evi- 
dence that the “Mormon” people intend to retain possession of the places 
they now occupy, the Associated Press persists in repeating the oft-refuted 
tale, which is seized upon with avidity by newspapers in Great Britain 
and parts of the United States, and heralded as a positive indication that 
“the Mormons are at last to be got rid of.” The latest instance of this 
kind is found in the following press dispatch sent out from Salt Lake City 


on May 24: 


A large number of “Mormons” are about to leave this city for Mexico 
to found a new community, which, according to the belief of the Elders, 
is to be the basis of the great Mormon province of the future. The 
territory secured thus far is only 100,000 acres in — nt it is admir- 
ably located, about sixty miles south of Chihuahua, and has been granted 
in perpetuity by the Mexican government, with a provision for increasing 
ne erage to the representatives of the “ Mormon religion. The land is 
in all respects suited to the agricultural and pastoral tastes of the people. 
In the great Mexican colony polygamy is to be revived without inter- 
ference on the part of the Mexican authorities. The settlement will be 
founded on the same communal plan as that on which this city was origi- 
nally established. The first settlement will number about 500 families, 
comprising nearly 3,000 people. 
The features in the foregoing which are objectionable because they con- 
vey an erroneous impression may thus be pointed out: 5 
1. Instead of “the belief of the Elders” being that the great Mormon 
provanes of the future” is to have its basis in Mexico, it is that Jackson 
‘County, Missouri; U.S. A,, is the place where the city Zion and the great 
Temple will be built to the Lord. | 1 3 
2. No such grant as that named has been made. If the Mexican 
government should place the entire state of Chihuahua at the disposal of 
“ representatives of the Mormon religion” it would afford less habitable 
country than they now have in Utah, exclusive of their ‘possessions in 
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other States and Territories; and would be even less in area than the 
—— Alberta, Canada, where the northern settlements of the Saints 


loca 
“~~ As a body, the people of Utah are not inclined to agricultural and 
pastoral tastes more than to a taste for commercial and mechanical pur- 
suits ; so far as numbers engaged are concerned, the latter predominate. 

4. The Saints have no intention as to reviving polygamy in Mexico or 
elsewhere. They have the counsel of the Lord on that subject, and intend 
to abide thereby ; they do not suggest to Him what to reveal, but aim to 
give obedience to His commands. 

5. Salt Lake City was not established on the “communal plan,” but was 
built up by individual purchase and — 4 — of land; and the people 
united in business associations for mutual benefit, just as those elsewhere 
do to a greater or less degree. f 
6. The first settlements in Chihuahua were made years ago, and the 
“Mormon” population already there exceeds the number proposed for 
this alleged claimant for pioneer honors. | 

The press dispatch was evolved out of a telegram from El Paso, Texas, 
stating that 100,000 acres of land on the Rio Concho, Chihuahua, Kad been 
granted to capitalists who proposed attempting to induce “ Mormons” to 
colonize it, as the latter are most desirable colonists, being moral, thrift; 
and intelligent citizens. | ; 

The Latter-day Saints do not contemplate relinquishing Utah, or any 
portion of the land of Zion in their possession ; their full determination 
is to retain it. This does not mean, however, that they do not propose to 
extend their occupancy beyond its present limits. That would be a change 
in-policy: which would be contrary to their genius of development. They 
are growing, not shifting; they are fulfilling the word of God, and in 
them is verified the Prophet Isaiah’s prediction regarding the appeal of 
the children of Zion: “The place is too strait for me: give place to me 
that I may dwell.” Therefore they are spreading out on the right hand 
and on the left, and are making of the waste places a fruitful garden. In 
the States and Territories around Utah, in Canada, in Mexico, they are 
putting forth the arm of industry and reaping the reward of their labors; 
they maintain the place where the Lord has given them foothold, and are 
stretching forth, “a fruitful bough, even a bough by a well, whose 
branches run over the wall.” | | 
. Oomparatively few years have passed since the small company of 
Pioneers first entered Utah, and rested from their long and toilsome 
journey in the hastily constructed huts which weré the first sign in 
modern times of civilized habitation on the shores of the Dead Sea of 
America. But marvellous changes have been wrought ; the babes of that 


time are men and women now, and the infant colony has developed by a 


wonderfully strong and rapid growth to its present prosperous condition. 


But the “Mormons” did not dream of confining themselves to the vales 


of. Utah, or even to the United States, any more than they expected their 
history to be one of continual migration from one land to another. They 
anticipated rest and peace, and a development throughout the length and 
breadth of the land. The whole continent was the land of Zion to them. 
The settlement of Utah had but fairly begun when colonies were pushed 
out in every direction, and towns and cities sprang up as if by magic. 
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The Deseret Sunday School Union, whose labors are associated with the 
children of the Latter-day Saints, in its report for 1891, affords a basis 
for judging how successful and far-reaching has been the work of “ Mor- 
mon” colonization. This shows that there were in that year connected 
with the Church Sunday Schools 69,379 teachers and pupils, while of mem- 
bers of the Church between eight and eighteen years who do not attend 
there were 38,746—a total of 108,125. The larger share of these have their 
home in Utah. The State of Idaho, on the north, has of the first class 
6564, and of the other 3565—10,129. On the south, Arizona has 2830 and 
1720, respectively ; while Colorado has 650 in schools and 575 who for 
various reasons do not attend. Canada has 114, all in schools, and Mexico 
898 in the schools, and 702 not enrolled, or 1600 in all. This enumeration 
does not include children who are too young to be at school. : 

It will thus be seen that it is not alone in Utah that the Latter-day | 
Saints have sought a home. Their settlements are in Canada, and in 
Idaho, Wyoming, New Mexico, Colorado and other States of the Union. 
A considerable number reside in Old Mexico; most of these are located in 
the State of Chihuahua. The “Mormons” are steadily carrying on the 
work of colonization, as fast as the increase of their numbers requires, but 
not at the expense of places already established. They are enlarging the 
borders of Zion, and are “lengthening her cords and strengthening her 
stakes.” This they will continue to do, under the blessing of the Lord, 
until by His power the whole earth will be brought under the rule of 


righteousness. | J. H. A.

TEMPLES, ANCIENT AND MODERN.

Ox June , 16, 1853, the work of laying the foundation was commenced at 
the southeast corner stone, and it was completed July 23, 1855. Some 
years later it was discovered that the foundation was not solid enough for 
the immense building to be reared thereon, and the whole was taken out 
and reconstructed. 

The threatened invasion of Johnston’s army in 1857 interrupted. the 
swork: for some time. The Saints then had prepared for another exodus, 
and to the number of thousands were already marching southward, in the 
month of April, when Governor Cumming arrived in Salt Lake City. The 


scenes of Nauvoo were about to be re-enacted. “The roads,” says Ban- 


croft, “ were filled with wagons laden with provisions and household fur- 
niture. By their side women and children, many of them so thinly clad 
that their garments barely concealed their nakedness, some being attired 
only in sacking, some with no covering but a remnant of rag-carpet, and 
some barefooted and bleeding, tramped through the deep snow, journey - 
ing they knew ‘not whither, no more — at thé me oem - auvoo. 
But it was the will of the Lord.“ 
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With the restoration of peace and order the work on the Temple was 
resumed, and has been going on steadily as means have permitted. He 
When ex-Marshal Frank H. Dyer was appointed receiver, in 1887, and 

in this capacity seized the property of the Church, an effort was made to 
include the Temple in the seizure, and for a time it seemed uncertain 
whether the people should be permitted to complete the work so dear to 
their hearts. The Saints have therefore all the more cause to rejoice in 
the fact that the Lord has overruled all things, and put them in a position 
to so far finish this holy habitation. It is proof that their work of faith 
has been accepted by Him. 

The original plans of this Temple were published in the MILLENNIAL 
Stak, vol. xvi, page 635, and in the Deseret News, August 17, 1854, by 
the architect, Truman O. Angell. 

The whole length of the building, including towers, is 1864 feet, and the 
width 99. There are six towers, three on the east and three on the west 
end of the structure. 

The four corner towers each start from a footing 26 feet square, and 
continue 164 feet. At this point they reach the line of the base string 
course, and are there reduced to 25 feet square. At the height of 38 feet 
they reach the second string course, and are reduced to 23 feet square. 
Then they continue 38 feet to the third string course. The string courses 
continue all around the building, except when separated by buttresses, and 
consist of massive mouldings from solid block stone. The two corner 
towers on the east end then rise 25 feet to a cornice, and the two west 
towers 19 feet. The four towers then rise 9 feet to the top of the 
battlements. They are cylindrical, 17 feet in diameter inside. Each of 
these towers has five ornamental windows. 

The two centre towers start from a footing 31 feet square, and break off 
in sections in line with the corner towers to the height of the third string 
course. The east tower then rises 40 feet to the top of the battlements, 
and the west tower 34 feet. All the towers terminate in spires, the details 
of which were not decided upon when the original plans were drawn. At 
the corners of the towers are octagon turrets. On the two west corner 
towers and on the west end are seen in alto relief the figure of a 
Major, with the pointers ranging nearly towards the polar star. 

The walls of the building are from six to eight feet thick, standing upon 
a footing of a sixteen feet thick and sixteen feet deep wall. 

The basement is divided into several apartments. The centre room is 
57 feet by 35, and contains the baptismal font. In the first story is a 
large room, 120 feet by 80 feet. It is arched over in the centre with an 
elliptical arch, which drops at its flank ten feet, and has — oe 
span. 

The large room in the second story is one foot widen than the room 

below, i in consequence of the walls being but six feet thick there, falling off 

six inches on the outside and six on the inside. In both stories there are 
numerous side rooms. 

The roof is almost flat. The whole building covers an area of 21,850 feet. 
The cost of the Temple is variously estimated, but probably will not fall 
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below four million dollars. The material is granite, „ 
Cottonwood Canyon. 

In viewing this magnificent structure as it stands to-day, ' is triumph of 
architecture, the fact should not be lost sight of that the designs were 
made and the work commenced under the most unfavorable circum- 
stances. Only when we remember this can we form an idea of the heroie 
faith that prompted the first builders ant the unselfish sacrifices that 
made its erection possible. 

The Temple of Solomon was built at a time when the Jewish nation 
numbered millions and had attained remarkable wealth and prosperity. 
The Temple of Zerubbabel was built in a desolate country and by poor 
exiles, but these carried with them means of temple-building, donated by 
the wealthy Persian rulers, Herod had the treasures of a country at his 
command when he commenced his temple-building. But what had the 
Saints when they dedicated the ground on which this magnificent struc- 
ture stands? Let the history of the Pioneers answer that question. These 
noble Saints found themselves in a desert, hundreds of miles from a civili- 
zation from which they had been compelled to flee for their lives. They 
were destitute with all that this word implies, and they were few in num- 
ber. Yet they trusted in Him who had led them to this valley, and in His 
name the work was carried on. It should be evident to all that the bless- 
ings of the Almighty have been showered upon this country as a token of 


His acceptance of the faith and sacrifices of His people. The contempla- — 


tion of this fact fills the hearts of the faithful ones with joy, and they 
cannot but render to Him the honor and the glory for what has been ac- 
complished, anticipating at the same time many blessings yet in store for 
the Saints of the Most High. J. F. Sjodahl, in Deseret News. 


In the work on the Salt Lake Temple, President Brigham Young gave the 
necessary directions while he lived, and his successors in the Presidency 
have continued to give such instructions as occasion required. Truman 
O. Angell held the office of Church architect during the greater portion of 
the time the Temple has been in course of construction. After his death, 
his son, T. O. Angell, Jr., had oversight of the building for a short time, 
until the appointment of the present Church architect, Joseph D. C 
Young, a son of the late President Brigham Young. 

There has been a question with some as to the designer of the Temple 
in Salt Lake City, several persons having put forth the claim that it was 
Mr. William Ward, now of the University of Utah. That gentleman, how- 
ever, makes the following personal statement on the subject: 

I came to Salt Lake in 1850; was first employed as superintendent of the 
stone-cutting department of the public works ; afterwards as assistant to 
Truman O. Angell, the Church architect. In that situation I did not design 
nor assist in esigning the Temple. I did just what I did for any other 
architect by whom I was employed in a similar capacity subsequently in 

the Eastern States. It is true 1 being familiar with stone ie 
while Mr. Angell’s experience had been limited to that of wood, I 

de of stone work. Only on one occasion did I hg: 

gest a feature of the general n; in the first sketches the windows 

were set near the outside surface o the walls. I recommended that these 
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be set in a considerable distance, so that the thickness of the walls and 
the strength of the structure would be properly indicated. This was 


It is also true that I drew the original perspective view, and that Mr. 
Angell did not pretend to any knowledge of this branch of art. After 
leaving here in 1856 I drew E views for two leading architects in 
St. Louis, and also for John Frazer, of Philadelphia. one of these 
gentlemen had learned to draw perspective, yet their ability as architects 
was unquestioned. The knowledge of perspective was a rare accomplish- 
ment at that time, and although quite common now, such pictures are no 
part of the work of design. | 
The design was formulated in the following manner: Brigham — | 
drew upon a slate in the architect's office a sketch, and said to Truman O. 
Angell: “There will be three towers on the east, representing the Presi- 
dent and his two Counselors ; also three similar towers on the west, rep- 
resenting the Presiding Bishop and his two Counselors ; the towers on 
the east the Melchisedec Priesthood, those on the west the Aaronic Priest- 
hood. The center towers will be higher than those on the sides, and the 
west towers a little lower than those on the east end. The body of the 
building will be between these, and pillars will be necessary to support 
the floors.” Angell then asked about the height, and drew the following 
vertical section according to Brigham’s instructions: The basement, six- 
teen feet high, to contain the font. The first — 55 twenty-five feet hi 
between the pillars, but between the pillars and side walls fifteen feet high, 
leaving room for a tier of rooms above the side aisles about ten feet high 
below the second floor ; the second story like the first. The construction 
of the roof was left to Mr. Angell. On several occasions the foundation 
and thickness of the walls was the subject of conversation, but I do not 
recollect any talk between Brigham and Angell in rd to the style of 
the building. Angell’s idea and aim was to make it different to any other 
known building, and I think he succeeded as to the general combination. 
The above is according to my best recollection, and I believe substantially 
correct.
